There haa not yet 
been a meeting of the County Board of 
Health to accept thla realgnation but 
such a meeting will be held on Wed- 
nesdr/ of this week. 

Dr. l>oeke has heen offered ■•ind haa 
accepted the appointment as head of 
the National Tuberculoata Aasocia- 
t Ion's work in the entire atate of Ken- 
tucky and he will move his. family to 
I.oulsvllle where headquarters will be 
opened and maintained. Dr. Locke 
will go to New York City next week 
where he will meet with ofilclais of 
the National Assoclaticn for a week's 
meeting and he will then return here 
and move hia fhmily to Lonlavllle. 

Aa hia succeuor in Mkson county 
the United States Public Health Ser- 
vice and the Kentucky State Board of 
Health have recommended Dr. .1. I., 
liice. of New Haven. Conn. Dr. Rice 
has been In Maysvllle for the past 
several daya but waa called to New 
Haven this morning by a telegram an- 
nouncing the death of his mother-fn- 
law. Dr. Rice Is a graduate of .Johns 
Hopkins Cniverslty and is a lahorn- 
tory expert. If he comes to Maysvilli' 
he will Install here a first class medi- 
cal laboratory In which he can make 
all kinds of investigationa and exami- 
nations.

Tlie Bolshevists 
themselves, iu attempting to rehabilitate the country they have ruin 
ed, preseribe propaganda. 

Perhaps one of tlieni miiy lie rifilit. pcrliiips a combination o 
Mme or all of the proposed treatments would effect thp cure, but 
what is most likely, since the doctr^of Bolshevism is based -upon a 
false premise eeonomie.ally impo.ssible, is that Time, inezorable> 
mighty, unrelenting will wipe out the scourge.

When the books are 
opened by the new OongreBS before 
the summer is over, an unsavory rec- 
ord will, I fear, be revealed— a record 
of favoritism in contracts and wan- 
ton wasto to the completion of them 
where they bave not had to be aban- 
doned altogether. The isountry must 
check up, and It should be thankful 
that it lias iilareil the task in the hands 
of the party opposed to present execu- 
tive methods. Otherwise, it is \im- 
Ukely that much of the tale wp\ild 
never be told. Tet the undoverlng of 
waste Is not enough. There must be 
an Institution of methods which will 
prevent Its recurrence. To this end 
the appropriations committees of the 
House and Senate will sec to it lliat 
every Item la scrutinized and all vag- 
ue, idealistic and ImpraoUcal projects 
elimhiated. 

A proper and economical expendi- 
ture of the money of the people by llie 
branch of the Kovernnient civen pow- 
er to appropriate it will, in my juds- 
raent, iUclf prove a palliative of the 
evils of unconstltlonallsm. Armed with 
vast powers during the war and aided 
and abetted by a supine Democratic

Washington. — Pending the outcome' 
of an investigation by the Hiireau of 
Animal Industry, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, Into the 
sources of tuberculosis cattle lately 
shipped to Southern States, persons 
about to buy^stock, especially dairy 
animals, are cautioned to make full 
inquiry into the health of the' stock 
and the sanitary conditions on the 
farms from which the animals come. 

Veterinary inspectors of the Ten- 
nessee department of agriculture and 
the FMeral Bureau of Animal Indus- 
tr,\ . who tested 3 carloads of cattle re- 
ceived from lllin(us a few months ago 
liy Tennesce purchasers, wiund that 
tuhercuhisis existed amnng from .lO to 
HO per cent of the animals acquired. 
The section from which the cattle 
were received Is now under Investlga- 
tion. and the case promises to paral- 
lel cattle dealer who was recently 
convicted In the Federal court for us- 
ing the Vnited States mails to defraud 
prospective purchasers of dairy cat- 
tle. 

The bureau, backed by the scientific 
and legal staffs of the Department of 
Agriculture, Is determined that the 

new dairy communities of the South 

and other parts ot the country shall 
not be niaife a dumping ground for dis- 
eased cattle sold by unscrupulous 
dealers. Investigations have shown 
that southern herds In general arc 

Of 

5,000 cattle recently tested in herds 
supplying milk to Birmingham. Ala., 
only 47 were found to he tuberculous 
That is loss llian 1 nrr cent, which is 
much below the estimated average for 
the United States as a whole. 

Bureau ofllolals state that more 
cases of tuberenlosis asnally arc 
found among the dairy herds in and 
near cities than among native cattle, 
because the former herds are ugu- 
mented more often by animals shiii- 
ped In from outside sources. 9lch a 
condition points to the need tor great- 
er preeautkms by purchasers In ob- 
taining stock.

be free from disease. More and more 
pure bred and grade herds are now be- 
ing ofllclally accredited as freef rom 
tuberculosis, and the further develop- 
ment of these sources of healthy cat- 
tle is expected to reduce the oppor- 
tunity (or traffic In diseased animals. 

The condition of the three carloads 
of cattle f6und by FMeral inspdotors 
to be mere than half tuberculosis n^as 
a hitter surprise to the Tennessee 
dairymen. In one lot of 16 cattle, Ifi 
reacted to the test, and postmortem 
examination of all but three cows, 
which were held to calve, showed 
well-marked lesions of tuberculosis. 

In another lot of 48 animals, 17 re- 
acted to the t»Rt, four of which were 
so badly affec 'd that they were con- 
leuined to the otfal tank. In other lot 
one of the animals died before a test 
could be made. 

The damage done by shrlpments of 
the kind mentioned is beyond reckon- 
ing, especially when the depressing 
effect of the fraud on the local dairy 
industry Is consldere'' Ofllclals of the 
I'nlted States Department of .\griciil- 
ture declare that except in the case 
of valuable pure-bred breeding stock 
Isolated from healthy animals, the best 
remedy Is the heroic method of slaugh- 
tering the animals which react to the 
test, cleaning up the herds at once, 
and after that keeping them free from 
disease as provided under the accred- 
ited-herd plan. 

Cooperative arrangements In some 
States make the State and Govern- 
ment partners In sharing with the 
owner the loss of cattle found dis- 
eased £nd slaughtered. This incen- 
tive toward complc'e earodlcatlon Is n 
policy which the nepartment of Agri- 
tnlture Is endeavoring to have every 
State adopt. The laws of many States 
provide— and this is an Important mat- 
ter for dairymen to consider— that In- 
demnity be j^aid for condemned ani- 
mals only after they have been kept 
in the state a specified period, usually 
six inoiillis or a year. In Teiiii.-'ssee 
hovino tiil)erculo3i8 is being eradicated 
by the Stale and Government cooper- 
atively, but the matter of reimburse- 
ment Is administered by county an- 
thoritiea.
